(1) Claims 1 to 13 

The invention described in claims 1 to 13 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 
2 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 discloses a feature wherein a plant 
cultivated in a pot containing soil is transformed using 
an in planta method of immersing the plant in a carrier 
solution holding a gene for the transformation, and a 
feature wherein if soil seems likely to fall out of the 
pot when it is being immersed, the pot is wrapped in 
fabric or the like in order to prevent the soil from 
falling out. Document 2 discloses a method for cultivating 
a plant wherein water and nutrients are provided to the 
surface of a microporous material in which seeds are 
germinated and grown. 

The invention disclosed in document 1 addresses the 
problem of soil falling out of a pot, and applying the 
non-soil cultivation method disclosed in document 2 as a 
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means of solving said problem instead of holding loose 
soil in place with fabric or the like is not recognize'd as 
presenting any particular difficulty. Moreover, a person 
skilled in the art could easily predict the effect of 
doing so in the light of the disclosures in documents 1 
and 2 . 

(2) Claims 14 and 15 

The invention described in claims 14 and 15 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 
2 cited in the international search report . 

As discussed in item (1) , a person skilled in the 
art could easily conceive of applying the non-soil 
cultivation method disclosed in document 2 to the in 
planta method disclosed in document 1, and thus, applying 
said non-soil cultivation method during a selection stage 
for plant transformation also falls within the range of 
features of which a person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive* Moreover, a person skilled in the art could 
easily predict the effect of doing so in the light of the 
disclosures in documents 1 and 2 . 
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
